Successful Solution by the Elevated Com- 
pany of a Problem upon which Commiss- 
fons have wasted 8400,000 of the City’s 
Money. New lines, additional tracks 
promised. Electricity to replace 

steam with the biggest power - 
plant in the world. 


[SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN ] 

New York, Feb, 9, 1898. 
The installation of a rapid, transit 
system for New York City-is-promised 
with reasonable certainty for the near 
future. The systém proposed is of 
great scientific and engineering impor- 
tance, for it will involve the establish- 
ment of the largest electrical plant in 
the world, besides having to meeta 
complexity of difficulties. Stated in 


general terms, the p!an now definitely 


proposed provides for a radical ex- 
tension and expansion. of . the present 
elevated railways, and the substitution 
of electrical motors for the present 
steam locomotives. 

The virtual solution of. the rapid 
transit problem brings to an end one 
of the most disgraceful fiascos in the 
history of thecity’s various commis- 
sions. For a number of years two 
Rapid Transit Commissions have sup- 
posedly been actively engaged in pro- 
viding feasible plans. for au efficient 
transit system. The first Commission 
cost the city $171,000 and when finally 
dissolved there was nothing whatever 
to show for this enormous outlay save 


whatever to anyone. The présent 
Commission began its arduous labors 
in 1895. It has used over $205,000 of 
the city’s money and has utterly failed 
to accomplish any practical results. 
Thus it has happened that the two sets 
of commissioners have spent an ag- 


in thought of which nothing tangible 
has-resulted. While‘the present Com- 
missioners receive’ no regular salary, 
the Courts are privileged to grant 
them, ‘‘a reasonabie remuneration” as 
itis termed. Already this year, for 
instance, Alexander E, Orr, William 
Steinway, Seth Low and John Claflin, 
the leading members of the Commis- 
sion, have each. received $5,000. Four 
other members cf the Commission 
have received the same sum, while Mr. 
William Parsons who does the engin- 
eering part of the thinking gets $10,000 
a year. A large corps of clerks and 
draughtsmen have been earning sub- 
stantial salaries in working out the de- 
tails of various theories, After three 
years of thought the Commission fin- 
ally agreed, about a month ago, that 
the thing to do was to dig a tunnel, so 
allthe minute plans were drawn. up 
and it was cried about that express 
trains would soon be burrowing under 
Broadway and whisking folks under 
the foundations of tall sky scrapers up 
into the remote sections of Harlem. 
The pictures both verbal and pictorial 
werenothing more than pretty theories 
however. The colossal expense neces- 
sitated by such a scheme at once 
threatened to violate the City’s Charter 
by over-stepping the debt limit. It 
was next to impossible to find any cor- 


large majority of the property. owners 
along the proposed route. opposed the 
scheme and refused to give their con- 
sents toit. A very general aversion 
to ‘the hole in the ground” as it was 
termed, sprang up when the public be- 
gan to study into the matter. The pro- 
posed system provided for only one 
line through the city’s most densely 
populated and business sections, and 
besides the inconvenience of its lo- 
cation; the public believed the tunnel 
would involve a well nigh incalculable 
expenditure, The Horseteri‘s speed: 
way along the Harlem River is not 
five milesong:——Iis..construction _be- 
gan at an estimated cost of $2,000,000, 
It has already cost the city $5,000,000 
andis yet hardly complete. Shrewd 
tux-payers asked themselves what the 


cost of the tunnel-weuld—be—through. 


New York’s underground quicksand, 
clay, water-ways and roex, when the 


above ground thoroughfare, only five. 


miles long, cost such an enermous sum, 

The support of the plan was only 
half-hearted, and when Mayor Van 
Wyck took office and roundly de- 
nounced it in his first message, the 
scheme fell flat.

gregate of $376,000 of taxpuyer’s money. 


The Rapid Transit Commissions 
having wasted nearly half a mullion 
dollars of the city’s money in futile 
efforte to provide for some adequate 
system, the Manhattan Elevated Rail- 
way Company operating the present 
elevated lines, stepped in with an offer 
to provide a thorough-and efficient sys- 
tem within two years time. The Com- 
missioners are giving daily hearings to 
the’ Conipany, and are gradually ac- 
cepting their proposals for extensions 
and--improvements-.. which. will -revo- 
lutionize the present elevated railway 
system. ea 

The improvements which the Com- 
pany propose, provide for elevated 
liues’' intersecting all the important 
business and residential localities in 
the Boroughs of Manhatian and Bronx, 
with possibilities of direct connection 
with the elevated lines in the Boroughs 
of Queens and Brooklyn. -The most 
important new line proposed isan ex- 
treme west side railway. skirting all the 
piers along the Hudson River and mak- 
ing direct connection with the ferries 
for the terminal stations of the railways 
centering at Jersey City. This line 
would go as far north from the Battery 
as Thirteenth Street where, after con- 
necting with the present Ninth Avenue 
line, it would merge with the present 
Sixth Avenue line. Another impor- 
tant line is mapped: out to--extend 
through the upper West side as far as 
King’s Bridge which is about thirteen 
miles from the Battery. A .cross-town 
line from. \the Brooklyn Bridge ter- 
minal across to the Hudson River is 
specified, and the Present Third Ave 
nue System is proj osed to be extended 
out to Bedford Park, twelve miles from 
City Hall terminus. All the main 
trunk lines-are to be four-tracked with 
two express and two local tracks, 

But by far the most. interesting and 
important feature of the improvement 
of the elevated system is the decision of 
the--Company’s directors to substitute- 
electricity for steam as a motive power. 
This is of importance because the in- 
stallation of electricity wll involve the 
construction of the largest electrica; 
power plant in the world.’ -This giant 
plant will have to be capable of pro- 
ducing 75,000 horse power —- the total 
horse power necessary to replace the 
330 locomotives now inuse. The big- 
gest electrical power plant at present 
is that of the West End surface rail- 
way in Boston.— The maximum -horse 
power produced there is 12,000, but for 
the normal service of the lines some- 
what less is actually required.« The 
cost of putting in the new system will 
be enormous, It isestimated at from 
$7,000,000 to $10,000,000. It has been 
found that the construction of power 
houses alone amounts to about $56 per 
horse power. Thus the big power 
house required forthe elevated roads 
will necessitate with the cost of the 
land it covered, an expenditure of 
nearly. $4,000,000... The principal other 
items of cost will be the motors and the 
copper feed wires. 

The motors, if similar to those in 
preparation for the suburban service of 
the Illinoig Central Railway, will in- 
volve an outlay of about $3,000,000 and

It is esti- 
mated. that the improved system of 
power will attract one new passenger 
toeach train at every station, or 25 
more people per tain. The lines run 
3,500 trains a day. Thus 87,000 new 
passengers per day would be carried. 
This would mean an annual increase 
in fares of $1,596.875 or enough to pay 
five per cent on more than $30,000,000 
capital. Mesides this, time schedules 
will be cut down anil there will be far 
less wear and tear to rolling stock and

A BALLARD ESTATE.

One of the principal prodncts of the 
territory which has come under Japanese 
“pdministration as a result-of-the-wai 
with China is. camphor. : 

Small shanties are scattered over the 
ills where the camphor trees grow, 
and in all directions the clearing of the 
‘woods is going on at a rapid rate. On 
the hillsides are built distilleries, con- 
sisting of oblong shaped structures prin- 
eipally of mud bricks and about 10 or 
12. feet long, 6 feet broad aud 4 feat 
high. j . 

On each side there are five to ten 
holes about a foot apart and the same 
distance above the ground. On each fire 
hole is placed an eurthen pot full of wa- 
ter, and above it a cylindrical tube about 
a foot in diameter and two feet high 
passes up through the structure and ap- 
pears above it. 

The tube is capped by a large inverted 
jar, with a packing of damp hemp be- 
tween the jar and the cylinder to pre 
vent the escape of steam. The cylinder 
is filled with chips of wood about the 
size of the little finger, which rests on 
a perforated lid covering the jar of wa- 
ter, so that when the stream rises it 
passes up to the inverted ‘jar, or con- 
denser, abgorbing pertain resinous mat- 
ter from the wood on its way. While 
distillation ig going on an essential oil 
is produced and is found mixed with 
the water on the inside of the jar. 
When the jar is removed, the beady 
drops solidify, crystallization —com- 
mences, and camphor in a-crude form, 
looking like newly-formed snow, is de- 
tached by the- hands, placed in baskets
